A half-disdain 
Perched on the pouted blossom of her lips :

A Prince I was, blue-eyed, and fair in face, 
With lengths of yellow ringlet, like a girl. 
For on my cradle shone the Northern star. 
My mother was as mild as any saint, 
And nearly canonized by all she knew. 
So gracious was her tact and tenderness : 
But my good father thought a king a king; 
He held his sceptre like a pedant's wand 
To lash offence, and with long arms and hands 
Reached out and picked offenders from the mass 
For judgment. 

Now it chanced that I had been, 
While life was yet in bud and blade, betrothed 
To one, a neighboring Princess : she to me 
Was proxy-wedded with a bootless calf 
At eight years old ; and still from time to time 
Came murmurs of her beauty from the South, 
And of her brethren, knights of puissance; 
And still I wore her picture by my heart, 
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And one dark tress ; and all around them both 

Sweet thoughts would swarm as bees about their queen. 

But when the days drew nigh that I should wod, 
My father sent ambassadors with furs 
And jewels, gifts, to fetch her : these brought lack 
A present, a great labor of the loom; 
And therewithal an answer vague as wind : 
Besides, they saw the king ; he look the gifis ; 
He said there was a coinpact; that was true : 
But then she had a will; was he to blame ? 
And maiden fancies ; loved to live alone 
Among her women : certain would not wed. 

That morning in the presence-room I stood 
With CjTJl and with Florian, my two friends : 
The first, a gentleman of broken means, 
(His father's fault,) but given to starts and bursts 
Of revel ; and the last, my other heart, 
My shadow, my half-self, for still we moved 
Together, kin as horee's ear and eye. 

Now while they spake I saw my father's face 
Grow long and troubled like a rising moon, 
inflamed with wrath : he started on his feel, 
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Tore the king's letter, snowed it down, and rent 
The wonder of the loom through warp and woof 
From skirt to skirt ; and at the last he sware 
That he would send a hundred thousand men, 
And bring her in a whirlwind; then he chewed 
The thriee-tumed cud of \vrath, and cooked his splee 
Communing with his captains of the war. 

At last I spoke. " My father, let me go. 
It cannot be but some gross error lies 
In this report, this answer of a king. 
Whom all men rate as kind and hospitable : 
Or, maybe, I myself, my bride once seen, 
Whate'er my grief to find her less than fame, 
May rue the bargain made." And Floriau said : 
" I have a sister at the foreign court. 
Who moves about the Princess ; she, you know, 
Who wedded with a nobleman from thence : 
He, dying lately, left her, as I hear, 
The lady of three castles in that land. 
Through her this matter might be sifted clean." 
Then whispered Cyril : " Take me with you too. 
Trust me, 1 11 serve you better in a strait ; 
I grate on rusty hinges here :" but " No !" 
Replied the king, "you shall not; I myself 
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Will crush these pretty maiden fancies dead 
In iron gauntlets : break the council up." 

But when the council broke, I rose and passed 
Through the wild woods that hung about the town ; 
Found a still place, and plucked her likeness out; 
Laid it on flowers, and watched it lying bathed 
In the green gleam of dewy-tassellcd trees : 
What were those fancies ? wherefore break her troth ? 
Proud looked the lips : but while I meditated, 
A wind arose, and rushed upon the South, 
And shook the songs, the whispers, and the shrieks 
Of the wild woods together; and a Voice 
Went with it, " Follow, follow, ihou shalt win." 

Then, ere (he silver sickle of that month 
Became a golden shield, I stole from court 
With Cyril and with Florian, unperceived. 
Down from the bastioned walls we dropt by night. 
And flying reached the frontier : then we crost 
To a livelier land ; and so, by town and ihorpe, 
And tilth, and blowing bosks of wilderness. 
We gained the mother-city thick with towers. 
And in the imperial palace found the king. 
His name was Gama ; cracked and small his voice ; 
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A little dry old man, without a star, 

Not like a king; ; three days he feasted us, 

And on the fourth I spake of why we came, 

And my belrothed. " You do us. Prince," he said, 

Airing a snowy hand and signet gem, 

" All honor. We remember love ourselves 

In our sweet youth: there did a compact pass 

Long summers back, a kind of ceremony — 

I think the year in which our olives failed. 

I would you had her. Prince, with all my heart, 

With my full heart : but there were widows here, 

Two widows, Lady Psyche, Lady Blanche ; 

They fed her theories, in and out of place, 

Maintaining that with equal husbandry 

The woman were an equal to the man. 

They harped on this; with this our banquets rang; 

Our dances broke and buzzed in knots of talk ; 

Nothing but this : my very ears were hot 

To hear them. Last, my daughter begged a boon, 

A certain summer-place which I have 

Hard by your father's frontier ; I said no, 

Yet being an easy man, gave it ; and there. 

All wild to found an University 

For maidens, on the spur she fled ; and more 
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We know not, — have not been; they see no men, 

Not even her brother Arac, nor the twins 

Her brethren, though they love her, look upon hor 

As on a kind of paragon ; and I 

(Pardon me saying it ) weie mnch loth to breed 

Dispute betwixt myself and mine ; but since 

(And I confess wiih right) you think me bound 

In some sort, I can give you letters to her ; 

And yet, to speak the truth, I rate your chance 

Almost at naked nothing." 

Thus the king ; 
And I, though nettled that he seemed to slur 
With garrulous ease and oily courtesies 
Our formal compact, yet not less all frets 
But chafing me on fire to find my bride, 
Set out once more with those two gallant bop ; 
Then pushing onward under sun and stars 
Many a long league back to the North we came. 
When the first fern-owl whirred about the copse. 
Upon a little town within a wood 
Close at the boundary of the liberties ; 
There entering in an hostel, called mine host 
To council, plied him with his richest wines, 
And showed the late-writ letters of the king. 
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He, with a long low sibilation, stared 
As blank as death in marble ; then exclaimed 
Averring it was clear against aE rules 
For any man to go : but as his brain 
Began lo mellow, " If the king," be said, 
" Had given us letters, was he bound to speak ? 
The king would bear him out ;" and at the last — 
The summer of the vine in all his veins — 
" No doubt that we might make it wonh hia while.

But while he jested thus, 
A thought flashed through me which I clothed in act.

He took advantage of his strength to be 

First in the field : some ages had been lost ; 

But woman ripened earlier, and her life 

Was longer; and albeit their glorious names 

Were fewer, scattered stars, yet since in truth

And not the Caffre, Hottentot, Malay, 

Nor those horn-handed breakers of the glebe, 

But Homer, Plato, Verulam ; even so 

With woman : and in arts of government, 

Elizabeth and others ; arts of war.

And she, though last not least, who had left her place. 
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And bowed her state to them, that they might grow

" Ah, sad and strange as in dark summer dawns 
The earliest pipe of half-awakened birds

So sad, so strange, the days that are no more. 

" Dear as remembered kisses after death, 
And sweet as those by hopeless fency feigned 
On lips that are for otiiers ; deep as love, 
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Deep as first love, and wild wilh all regret ; 
Death in Life, the days that are no more." 

She ended with such passion that the tear,. 
She sang of, shook and fell, an erring pearl 
Lost in her bosom : but with some disdain 
Answered the Princess, " If indeed there haunt 
About the mouldered lodges of the Past 
So sweet a voice and vague, fatal to men. 
Well needs it we should cram our ears with wool 
And so pace by : but thine are fancies hatched 
In silken-folded idleness ; nor is it

Then I remembered one myself had made 
What time I watched the swallow winging south 
From mine own land, part made long since, and part 
Now while I sang; and maidenlike as far 
As I could ape their treble, did I sing. 

" Swallow, Swallow, flying, flymg South, 
Fly to her, and fall upon her gilded eaves, 
And tell her, tell her what 1 tell to thee.

" Why iingerelh she lo clothe her heart with love, 
Delaying as the tender ash delays 
To clothe herself, when all the woods are green ? 

" fell her, Swallow, that thy brood is flown : 
Say to her, I do but wanton in the South, 
But in the North long since my nest is made. 

" tell her, brief is life but love is long. 
And brief the sun of summer in the North, 
And brief the moon of beauty in the South. 

" Swallow, flying from the golden woods. 
Fly to her, and pipe and woo her, and make her mine. 
And tell her, tell her, that I follow thee." 

I ceased, and all the ladies, each at each. 
Like the Ithacensian suitors in old time. 
Stared with great eyes, and laughed with alien lips, 
And knew not what they meant ; for still my voice 
Bang false : but smiling, " Not for thee," she said. 
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Shall burst her veil ; marsh-divers, rather, maid, 

Shall croak thee sister, or the meadow-crake 

Grate her harsh kindred in the grass : and this 

A mere love-poem ! for such, my friend, 

We prize them slight: they mind us of the time 

When we made bricks in Egypt Knaves are men, 

That lul« and flulfi fantastic tenderness. 

And dress the victim to the offering up, 

And paint the gates of Hell with Paradise, 

And play the slave to gain the tyranny. 

Love is it? I would this same mock-love and this 

Mock-H>-men were laid up like winter bats. 

Till all rtien grew to rale us at our worth, 

Not vassals to be beat, nor pretty babes 

To be dandled, no, but living wills, and sphered 

Whole in ourselves, and due to none. Enough ! 

But now to leaven play with profit, you. 

Know you no song, the true growth of your soil, 

That gives the manners of your countrywomen ? " 

She spoke, and turned her sumptuous head with eyes 
Of shining expectation iixt on mine. 
Then while I dragged my brains for such a song. 
Did Cyril, with whom the bell-mouthed flask had ivrought, 
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Or mastered by the sense of sport, begin 

To troll a careless, careless tavem-catcli 

Of Moll and Meg, and strange experiences 

Unmeet for ladies Florian nodded at him, 

I frowning ; Psyche flushed and wanned and shook ; 

The lily-like Melissa drooped het brows ; 

" Forbear," the Princess cried ; " Forbear, Sir," I ; 

And heated through and through with wrath and love, 

1 smote him on the breast; he started up;

Said Lady Ida ; and fledat once, as flies 

A troop of snowy doves athwart the dusk, 

"When some one batters at the dovecote-doors,

In the pavilion : there like parting hopes 

I heard them passing from, me ; hoof by hoof,

Plunged ; and the flood drew ; yet I caught her ; then

To drench his dark locks in the gui^ling wave 

Mid-channel. Eight on this we drove and caught. 

And grasping down the boughs I gained the shore. 

There stood her maidens glimraeringly grouped 
In the hollow bank. One reaching forward drew 
My burthen from mine arms, and crying " She lives,' 
They bore her back into the tent; but I, 
So much a kind of shame within me wrought, 
Not yet endured to meet her opening eyes.

Of lightest echo, and then a loftier form

I found the key in the doors : how came you here ?

Arriving all confused among the rest. 

With hooded brows I crept into the hall. 

And, couched behind a Judith, underneath 

The head of Holofemes peeped and saw. 
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Girl after girl was called to trial : each 
Disclaimed all knowledge of us : last of all, 
Melissa : trust me, Sir, I pitied her. 
She, questioned if she knew us men, at first 
Was silent ; closer prest, denied it not: 
And then, demanded if her mother knew. 
Or Lady Psyche, affirmed not, or denied : 
From whence the Royal mind, familiar with her, 
Easily gathered either guilt. She sent 
For Psyche, but she was not there; she called 
For Psyche's child to cast it from the doors; 
She sent for Blanche to accuse her face to face;

And wiere are Psyche, Cyril ? both are fled. 
What, if together J that were not so well. 
Would rather we had never come .' I dread 
His wildness, and the chances of the dark." 



" And yet," I said, " you wrong him more than I 
That struck him : this is proper to the clown, 
Though smocked, or furred and purpled, still the clomi. 
To harm the thing that trusts him, and to shame 
That which he says he loves : for Cyril, howe'er 
He deal in frolic, as to-night — the song 
Might have been worse and sinned in grosser lips 
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Beyond all pardon — as it is, I hold

He has a solid base of temperament: 
But as the water-lily starts and slides, 
Upon the level in little puffs of wind. 
Though anchored to the bottom, such is he." 

Scarce had I ceased, when from a taroarisk nea 
Two Proctors leapt upon us, crying, " Names." 
He, standing still, was clutched ; but 1 began 
To thrid through all the musky mazes, wind 
And double in and out the boles, and race 
By all the fountains : fleet I was of foot ; 
Before me showered the rose in flakes ; behind 
I heard the puffed pursuer; at mine ear 
Bubbled the nightingale and heeded not. 
And secret laughter tickled all my soul. 
At last I took my ankle in a vine. 
That elaspt the feet of a Mnemosyne, 
And falling on my face was caught and known. 

They haled us to the Princess, where she sat 
High in the hall : above her drooped a lamp, 
And made the single jewel on her brow 
Bum like the mystic fire on a mast-head. 
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Prophet of slorm : a handmaid on each side 
Bowed toward her, combing out her long black hair 
Damp from the river; and close behind her stood 
Eight daughters of the plough, stronger than men, 
Huge women, blowzed with health, and wind, and rain, 
And labor. Each was like a Druid rock; 
Or like a spire of land that stands apart 
Cleft from the main, and clanged about wiih mews. 

Then, as we came, the crowd dividing clove 
An advent to the throne : and therebeside, 
Half-naked as if caught at once from bed. 
And tumbled on the purple footcloth, lay 
The lily-shining child; and on the left. 
Bowed on her palms and folded up from wrong, 
Her round white shoulder shaken with her sobs, 
Melissa knelt; but Lady Blanche, erect. 
Stood up and spake, an affluent orator: 

" It was not thus, oh Princess, in the old days : 
You prized my counsel, lived upon my lips : 
I led you then to all the Caslalies ; 
I fed you with the milk of every Muse ; 
I loved you like this koeeler, and you me, 
Four second mother; those were gracious times. 
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Then came your new friend : you began to change — 
I saw it and grieved — to slacken and to cool ; 
Till taken with her seeming openness 
Vou turned your wanner currents all to her, 
Yon froze to me : this was my meed for all. 
Yet I bore up in part from ancient love, 
And partly tbat I hoped to win you back, 
And partly conscious of my own deserts, 
And partly that you were my civil head, 
And chiefly you were born for somelhing great 
In which I might your fellow-worker be. 
When time should serve ; and thus a noble scheme 
Grew up from seed we two long since had sown : 
In Tis true growth, in her a Jonah's gourd. 
Up in one night and due to sudden sun : 
We look this palace ; hut even from the first 
You stood in your own light and darkened mine. 
What student came but that you planed her path 
To Lady Psyche, younger, not so wise, 
A foreigner, and I your countrj-woman, 
I your old friend and tried, she new in all ? 
But still her lists were swelled and mine were lean. 
Yet I bore up, in hope she would be known : 
Then came these wolves : they knew her : they endured, 
vith her the yestermom, 
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To tell her what they were, and she to hear ; 

And me none told : not less to an eye lite mine, 

A lidless watcher of the public weal, 

Last night, their mask was patent, and my foot 

Was to you : but I tbought again ; I feared 

To meet a cold " We thank you, we shall hear of it 

From Lady Psyche : " you had gone to her. 

She told, perforce; and winning easy grace. 

No doubt for slight delay, remained among us 

In our young nursery still unknown, the stem 

Less grain than touchwood, while my honest heat 

Were all miscounted as malignant haste 

To push my rival out of place and power. 

Bur public use required she should be known ; 

And since my oath waa ia'en for public use, 

I broke the letter of it to keep the sense. 

I spoke not then at first, but watched them well, 

Saw that they kept apart, no mischief done ; 

And yet this day (though you should hate me for it) 

I judged it best to speak ; but you had gone. 

Ridden to the hills, she likewise : now, I thought, 

That surely she will tell you; if not, then L 

Did she ? these monsters blazoned what they were 

According to the coarseness of their kind, 

For thus I hear; and known at last (my work) 
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And full of cowardice and guilty shame, 

(I grant in her the merit of shame,) she flies ; 

And I remain on whom to wreak your rage, 

I, that have lent my life to build up yours, 

I, that have wasted here health, wealth and time 

And talents, I — you know it — I will not hoast ; 

Dismiss me, and I prophesy your plan. 

Divorced from my experience, will be chaff 

For every gust of chance, and men will say 

We did not know the real light, but chased 

The whisp that flickers where no foot can tread." 

She ceased : the Princess answered coldly, " Good : 
Your oath is broken; we dismiss you : go. 
For this lost lamb (she pointed to the child) 
Our mind is changed : we assume it to ourselves." 

Thereat the Lady stretched a vulture throat. 
And shot from crooked lips a haggard smile. 
" The plan was mine. I built the nest," she said, 
" To hatch the cuckoo. Rise ! " and stooped to updrag 
Melissa ; she, half on her mother propt. 
Half-drooping from her, turned her face, and cast 
A liquid look on Ida, full of prayer, 
Which melted Florian's fancy as she hung. 
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A Niobeaii daughter, one arm out, 

Appealing to the bolts of Heaven ; and while 

We gazed upon her came a little stir 

About the doors, and on a sudden ran in 

Among us, all out of breath, as pursued 

A womao-post in flying' raiment. Fear 

Stared in her eyes, and chalked her face, and winged 

Her transit to the throne, whereby she feO 

Delivering sealed despatches, which the Head 

Took half-amazed, and in her lion's mood 

Tore open, silent we with blind surmise 

Eegarding, while she read, til! over brow 

And cheek and bosom brake the wrathful bloom 

As "of some fire against a stormy cloud, 

When the wild peasant rights himself, and the rick 

Flames, and his anger reddens in the heavens ; 

For anger most it seemed, while now her breast, 

Beaten with some great passion at her heart. 

Palpitated, her Kand shook, and we heard 

In the dead hush the papers that she held 

Rustle : at once the lost lamb at her feet 

Sent out a bitter bleating for its dam ; 

The plaintive cry jarred on her ire ; she crushed 

The scrolls together, made a sudden turn 

As if to speak, but, utterance failing her, 
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She whirled them on to me, as who should say 
"Read," and I read — two letters — one her sire's. 

" Fair daughter, when we sent the Prince your way 
We knew not your ungracious laws, which leamt. 
We, conscious of what temper you are built.

Our son, on the instant, whole," 

So far I read ; 
And then stood up and spoke impetuously : 
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" not to pry and peer on your reserve, 
But led by golden, wishes and a hope 
The child of legal compact, did I break 
Your precinct ; not a scorner of your sex 
But venerator, and willing it should be 
All that it might be : hear me, for I bear, 
Though man, yet human, whatsoe'er your wrongs. 
From the flaxen curl to the gray lock a life 
Less mine than yours ; my nurse would tell me of you ; 
I babbled for you, as babies for the moon, 
Vague brightness ; when a boy, you stooped to me 
From all high places, lived in aU fair lights. 
Came in long breezes rapt from the inmost south. 
And blown to the inmost north ; at eye and dawn 
With Ida, Ida, Ida, rang the woods; 
The. leader wild-swan in among the stars 
Would clang it, and lapt in wreaths of glowworm light 
The mellow breaker murmured Ida. Now, 
Because I would have reached you, though you had been 
with Cassiopeia, or the enthroned 
n Hades, now at length, 
Those winters of abeyance all worn out, 
A man I came to see you : but, indeed. 
Not in this frequence can I lend full tongue, 
noble Ida, to those thoughts that wait 
TOL. n. 13 
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On you, their centre : let me say but this. 

That many a femous man and woman, town 

And landskip, have I heard of, after seen 

The dwarfs of presage ; though when known, there grev. 

Another kind of beauty ia detail 

Made them worth knowing ; but in you I found 

Mine old ideal involved and dazzled down 

And mastered, while that after-beauty makes 

Such head from act to act, from hour to hour, 

Within me, that except you slay me here, 

According to your bitter statute-book, 

I cannot cease to follow you as they say 

The seal does music ; who desire you more 

Than growing boys their manhood ; dying lips, 

With many thousand matters left to do, 

The breath of life; oh. more than poor men wealth, 

Than sick men health — yours, yours, not mine — but half 

Without you, with you, whole ; and of those halves 

You worthiest ; and howe'er you block and bar 

Your heart with system out from mine, I hold 

That it becomes no man to nurse despair, 

But in the t«eth of clenched antagonisms 

To follow up the worthiest till he die : 

Yet that I came not all unauthorized, 

Behold your father's letter." 
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On one knee 
Kneeling, I gave it, which she caught, and dashed 
Unopened on the marhle : a tide of fierce 
Invective seemed to wait behind her lips. 
As waila a river level with a dam 
Keady to burst and flood the world with foam ; 
And so she would have spoken, but there rose 
A hubbub in the court of half the maids 
Gathered together ; from the illumined hall 
Long lanes of splendor slanted o'er a press 
Of snowy shoulders, thick as herded ewes, 
And rainbow robes, and gems and gemlike eyes. 
And gold and golden heads ; they to and fro

All open-mouthed, all gazing- to the light, 
Solne crying there was an army in the land.

And clad in iron burst the ranks of war, 
Or, falling, protomartyr of our cause, 
Die : yet I blame ye not so much for fear ; 
Six thousand years of fear have made ye that 
From which I would redeem ye : but for liose 
That stir tiiia hubbub — you and you — I know 
Your faces there in the crowd — to-morrow morn 
We meet to elect new tutors ; then shaU they 
That love their voices more than duty, learn 
With whom they deal, dismissed in shame to live 
No wiser than their mothers, household stuff; 
Live chattels, mincers of each other's fame. 
Full of weak poison, turnspits for the clown. 
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The druntard's football, laughing-stocks of Time, 
Whose brains are in their hands and in their heels, 
But fit to flaunt, to dress, to dance, to thrum. 
To tramp, to scream, to bumisb, and to scour. 
Forever slaves at home and fools abroad ! " 

She, ending:, waved her hands : thereat the crowd 
Muttering, dissolved : thea with a smile, that looked 
A stroke of cruel sunshine on the cliff 
When all the glens are drowned in azure gloom 
Of thunder-shower, she floated to us and said : 

" You have done well and like a gentleman. 
And like a prince : you have our thanks for all: 
And you look well loo in your woman's dress : 
Well have you done and lilie a gentleman. 
You have saved our life : we owe you bitter thanks : 
Better have died and spilt our bones in the flood — 
Then men had said — but now — What hinders me 
To take such bloody vengeance on you both ? — 
Yet since our father — Wasps in the wholesome hive. 
You would-be quenchers of tlie light to be. 
Barbarians, grosser than your native bears — 
would I had his sceptre for one hour ! 
You that have dared to break our hound, and gulled 
Our tutors, wronged and Hed and thwarted ua — 
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I wed with thee ! I bound by precontract 
Your bride, your bondslave ! not though ali the gold 
That veins the world were packed to make your crown, 
And every spoken tongue should lord you ! Sir, 
Your falsehood and your face are loalisome to us : 
I trample on your offers and on you : 
Begone ! we will not look upon you more. 
Here, push them out at gates ! " 

In wrath she spake. 
Then those eight mighty daughters of the plough 
Bent their broad faces toward us and addressed 
Their motion : twice I sought to plead my cause, 
But on my shoulder hung their heavy hands. 
The weight of destiny : so from her face 
They pushed us, down the steps, and through the coun, 
And with grim laughter thrust us out at gates.

Whispers of war. 

Entering, the sudden light 
Dazed me half-blind : I stood and seemed to hear. 
As in a poplar grove when a light wind waJtes 
A lisping of the innumerous leaf and dies. 
Each hissing in his neighbor's ear ; and then 
A strangled titter, out of which outbrake 
On all sides, clamoring etiquette to death, 
TTmneasured mirth ; while now the two old kings 
Began lo wag their baldness up and down, 
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The fresh young captains flashed their glittering l«el 
The huge bush-bearded barons heaved and blew, 
And slain with laughter rolled the gilded squire. 

At length my Sire, his rough cheek wet with tears

" But hence," he said, " indue yourselves like men.

As boys that slink 
From ferule and the trespass-chiding eye, 
Away we stole, and transient in a trice 
From what was left of faded woman-sloagh 
To sheathing splendors and the golden scale 
Of harness, issued in the sun that now 
Leapt from the dewy shoulders of the Earth, 
And hit the northern hills. Here Cyril met us, 
A little shy at first, but by and by 
We twain, with mutual pardon asked and given 
For stroke and song, resoldered peace, whereon 
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Followed his tale. Amazed he fled away 
Through (iie dark land, and later in ihe nighl 
Had come on Psyche weeping ; " then we fell 
Into your father's hand, and there she lies, 
But will not speak, nor stir." 

He showed a tent 
A stone-shot off; we entered in, and there 
Among piled arms and rough accoutrements, 
Pitiful sight, wrapt in a soldier's cloak. 
Like some sweet sculpture draped from head to fool 
And pushed by rude hands from its pedestal, 
All her fair length upon the ground she lay : 
And at her head a follower of the camp, 
A charred and ivrinkled piece of womanhood, 
Sat watching like a watcher by the dead. 

Then Florian knelt, and " Come," he whispered U 
" Lift up your head, sweet sister : lie not thus. 
What have you done but right ? you could not slay 
Me, nor your prince : look up : be comforted : 
Sweet is it to have done tlie thing one ought, 
When fallen in darker ways." And likewise I : 
" Be comforted : have I not lost her too. 
In whose least act abides the nameless charm 
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That none has else for me." She heard, she moved, 

She moaned, a folded voice ; and up she sat. 

And raised the cloak from broivs as pale and smooth 

As those that mourn half-shrouded over death 

In deathless marhle, " Her," she said, " my friend — 

Parted from her — betrayed her cause and mine — 

Where shall I breathe ? why kept ye not your faith ? 

O base and bad ! what comfort ? none for me ! " 

To whom remorseful Cyril, " Yet I pray 

Take comfort : live, dear lady, for your child," 

At which she lifted up her voice and cried : 

" Ah me, my babe, my blossom, ah my child, 
My one sweet child, whom I shall see no more ! 
For now will cruel Ida keep her back; 
And either she will die from want of care, 
Or sicken with ill usage, when.they say 
The chUd is hers — for every little fault, 
The child is hers; and they will beat my girl, 
Eemembering her mother : oh my flower ! 
Or they will take her, they will make her hard, 
And she will pass me by in after-life 
With some cold reverence worse than were she dead. 
Ill mother that I ivas to leave her there. 
To lag behmd, scared by the cry they made. 
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The horror of the shame among them all ; 

But I will go and sit beside the doors, 

And make a wild petition night and day, 

Until they hate to hear me like a wind 

Wailing forever, till they open to me, 

And lay my little blossom at my feet, 

My babe, my sweet AglaVa, my one child : 

And I will take her up and go my way, 

And satisfy my soul wiA kissing lier : 

Ah ! what might that man not deserve of me, 

Who gave me back my child ? " " Be comforted," 

Said Cyril, " you shall have it : " but again 

She veiled her brows, and prone she sank, and so 

Like tender things that being caught feign death, 

Spoke not, nor stirred. 



By this 

Throi^h aU the camp, and inward raced the scouts 
With rumor of Prince Arac hard at hand. 
We left her by the woman, and without 
Found the gray kings at parle : and " Look to it," criet 
My father, "that our compact is performed : 
You have spoilt this girl ; she laughs at you and man : 
She sliall not legislate for Nature, king. 
But yields, or war," 
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Then Gama turned 1» me : 
"We fear, indeed, you spent a stormy lime 
With our strange child : and yet they say that still 
You love her. Give us, then, your mind at large.: 
How say you, war or not? " 

" Not war, if possible, 
King," I said, " lest from the abuse of war, 
The desecrated shiine, the trampled year, 
The smouldering homestead, and the household flower 
Torn from the lintel — all the common wrong — 
A smoke go up through which I loom to her 
Three times a monster : now she lightens scom 
At the enemy of her plan, but then would hate 
(And every voice she talked with ratify it. 
And every face she looked on justify it) 
The general foe. More soluble,is this knot, 
Like almost all the rest if men were wise. 
By gentleness than war. I want her love. 
What were I nigher [his, although we dashed 
Your cities into shards with catapults. 
And dusted down your domes with mangonels; 
She would not love ; — or brought her chained, a slave, 
The lifting of whose eyelash is my lord, 
Not ever would she love ; but brooding turn 
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The book of scorn, till all my little chance 
Were caught within the record of her wrongs, 
And crushed to death ; and rather, Sire, than this, 
I would the old God of war himself were dead, 
Forgotten, rusting on his iron hills. 
Rotting on some wild shore with ribs of wreck, 
Or like-an old-world mammoth bulbed in ice. 
Not to be molten out." 

And roughly spake 
My lather, " Tut, you knoiv them not, the girls : 
They prize hard knocks and to be won by force. 
Boy, there 's no rose that 's half so dear lo them 
As he that does the thing they dare not do, 
Breathing and sounding beauteous battle, comes 
With the air of the trumpet round him, and leaps in 
Among- (he women, snares them by the score 
Flattered and flustered, wins, though dashed with death 
He reddens what he kisses ; thus I won 
Your mother, a good mother, a good wife, 
Worth winning; but this firebrand — gentleness 
To such as her ! if Cyril spake her true. 
To catch a dragon in a cherry net, 
To trip a tigress with a gossamer. 
Were wisdom to it." 
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" Yea, but Sire," I cried, 
" Wild natures need wise curbs. The soldier ? No : 
What dares not Ida do that she should prize 
The soldier ? I beheld her, when she rose 
Tke yesternight, and storming in extremes 
Stood for her cause, and flung defiance down 
Gagelike to man, and had not shunned the death, 
No, not the soldier's : yet I hold her. King, 
True woman : but you clasli them all in one, 
That have as many differences as we. 
The violet varies from the lily as far 
As oak from elm : one loves lie soldier, one 
The silken priest of peace, one this, one that, 
And some unworthily ; their sinless faith, 
A maiden moon that sparkles on a sty, 
Glorifying clown and satyr; whence they need 
More breadth of culture : is not Ida right 1 
They worth it? truer to the law within ? 
Severer in the logic of a life ? 
Twice as magnetic to sweet influences 
Of Earth and Heaven ? and she of whom you speak, 
My mother, looks as whole as some serene 
Creation minted in the golden moods 
Of sovereign arlists ; not a thought, a touch, 
But pure as lines of green that streak the white 
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Of the first snowdrop's inner leaves ; I say, 
Not like strong bursts of sample among men, 
But all one piece : and take them aD-in-all, 
Were we ourselves but half as good, as kind, 
As truthful, much that Ida claims as right 
Had ne'er been mooted, but as easily theirs 
As dues of Nature. To our point : not war : 
Lest I lose all." 

" Nay, nay, you spake but sense, 
Said Gama. " We remember love ourselves 
In our sweet youth : we did not rate him then 
This red-hot iron to be shaped with blows. 
You talk almost like Ida : she can talk ; 
And there is something in it as you say : 
But you talk kindlier : we esteem you for it. — 
He seems a gracious and a gallant prince, 
I would he had our daughter : for the rest, 
Our own detention, why the causes weighed, 
Fatherly fears — you used us courteously — 
We would do much to gratify your Prince — 
We pardon it ; and for your ingress here 
Upon the skirt and fringe of our feir land. 
You did not come as goblins in the night. 
Nor in the furrow broke the ploughman's head. 
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Nor burnt ihe grange, nor bussed the milking-maid. 

Nor robbed the farmer of his bowl of cream : 

But let your Prince (our loyal word upon it, 

He comes back safe) ride with us to our lines. 

And speak with Arac : Arac's word is thrice 

As ours ivith Ida : something may be done — 

I know not what — and ours shall see us friends. 

You, likewise, our late guests, if so you will, 

FoOow us : who knows? we four may build some plan 

Foursquare lo opposition." 

Here he reached 
White hands of farewell to my sire, who growled 
An answer which, half-muifled in his beard. 
Let so much out as gave us leave to go. 

Then rode we with the old king across the lawns 
Beneath huge trees, a thousand rings of Spring 
In every bole, a song on every spray 
Of birds that piped their Valentines, and woke 
Desire in me to infuse my tale Of love 
la the old king's ears, who promised help, and oozed 
All o'er with honeyed answer as we rode ; 
And blossom-fmgrant slipt the heavy dews. 
Gathered by night and peace, with each light air 
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On our mailed heads : but other thoughts than Peace 

Burnt in us, when we saw the embattled squares, 

And squadrons of l3ie Prince, trampling the flowers 

With clamor : for among them rose a cry 

As if to greet the king ; lliey made a halt ; 

The horses yelled ; they clashed their arms ; the drum 

Beat ; merrily-blowing shrilled the martial fife ; 

And in the blast and bray of the long horn 

And serpent-throated bugle, undulated 

The banner : anon to meet us lightly pranced 

Three captains out ; nor ever had I seen 

Such thews of men : the midmost and the highest 

Was Arac : all about his motion clung 

The shadow of his sister, as the beam 

Of the East, that played upon them, made lliem glance 

Like those three stars of the airy Giant's zone, 

That glitter burnished by the frosty dark ; 

And as the fiery Sirius alters hue. 

And bickers into red and emerald, shone 

Their morions, washed with morning, as ihey came. 



And I that prated peace, when first I heard 
War-music, felt the blind wild beast of force 
Whose home is in the sinews of a man 
Stir in me as to strike; then took the king 
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His three broad sons ; with now a wandering hand 
And now a pointed finger, told them all: 
A common light of smiles at our disguise 
Broke from iheir lips, and Arac turaing, said: 

" Our land invaded, life and soul ! himself 
Your caplive, yet my father wills not war : 
But, Prince, the question of your troth remains ; 
And there 's a downright honest meaning in her : 
She asked but space and fair-play for her scheme ; 
She prest and prest it on me ; life ! I felt 
That she ^vas half-right talking of her wrongs ; 
And I '11 stand by her. Waive your claim, or else 
Decide it here : why not? we are three to three." 

I lagged in answer, loth to strike ber kin, 
And cleave the rift of difference deeper yet ; 
Till one of those two brothers, half aside 
And fingering at the hair about his Jip, 
To prick on us to combat, " Three to three ? 
But such a three to three were three to one." 
A boast that clenched his purpose like a blow ! 
For fiery-short was Cyril's counter-scoff. 
And sharp I answered, touched upon the sense 
Where idle boys are cowards to their shame, 
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And tipt with sportive malice to and fro 
Like pointed arrows leapt the taunts and 



hit. 



Then spake the third, " But three to three ! no more ? 
No more, and in our noble sister's cause ? 
More, more, for honor : every captain vraits 
Hungry for honor, angry for his king. 
More, more, some fifty on a side, that each 
May breathe himself, and quick ! by overthrow 
Of these or those, the question settled, die." 

" Yea," answered I, " for this wild wreath of air. 
This flake of rainbow flying on the highest 
Foam of men's deeds — this honor, if ye will. 
It needs must be for honor if at all : 
Since, what decision ? if we faU, we faU, 
And if we win, we fail : she w^ould not keep 
Her compact." " We will send to her," Arac said, 
" A score of worthy reasons why she should 
Bide by this issue : let our missive through, 
And you shall hare her answer by the word." 

" Boys ! " shrieked the old king, but vainlier than a hen 
To her false daughters in the pool ; for none 
Regarded; neither seemed there more to say : 
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Back rode we to my father's camp, and found 

He thrice had sent a herald to the gates, 

To leam if Ida yet would cede our claim, 

Or by denial flusli her babbling wells 

With her oivn people's life : three times he went : 

The first, he blew and blew, but none appeared. 

He battered at the doors ; none came r the nest, 

An awful voice within had warned him thence : 

The third, and those eight daughters of the plough 

Came sallying through the gates, and caught his hair 

And so belabored him on rib and cheek 

They made him wild : not less one glance he caught 

Through the open doors of Ida stationed there 

Unshaken, clinging to her purpose, firm 

Though compassed by two armies and the noise 

Of arms ; and standing like a stately pine 

Set in a cataract on an island-crag, 

When storm is on the heights, and right and left 

Sucked from the dark heart of the long hills roll 

The torrents dashed to the vale : and yet her will 

Bred will in m. 



But when I told (he king that I was pledged 
To fight in tourney for my bride, he clashed 
Hia iron palms together with a cry ; 
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Himself would tilt it out among the lads : 
But overborne by all his bearded lords 
"With reasons draivn from age and slate, perforce 
He yielded, wroth and red, with fierce demur : 
And many a bold knight started up in heat, 
And aware to combat for my claim till deaiii, 

Al! on this side the palace ran the field 
Flat lo the garden-wall r and likewise here, 
Above the garden's glowing blossom-belts, 
A columned entry shone and marble stairs, 
And great bronze valves, embossed wilh Tomyris 
And what she did to Cyrus after fight, 
But now fast barred : so here upon the flat 
All thai long morn the lists were hammered up, 
And all that morn the heralds to and fro, 
With message and defiance, went and came ; 
Last, Ida's answer, in a royal hand. 
But shaken here and there, and rolling words 
Oration-like. I kissed it and I read : 

"You have known, oh brother, all the pangs we 
What heals of moral anger, when we heard 
Of those that iron-cramped their women's feet ; 
Of lands in which at the altar the poor bride 
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Gives her harsh gT'oom for bridal-gift a scourge; 

Of living hearts that crack ivjthin the fire 

Where smoulder their dead despots ; and of those, — 

Mothers, — that, all prophetic pity, fiing 

Their pretty maids in the running flood, and swoops 

The vulture, beak and talon, at the heart 

Made for all noble motion : and I saw 

That it was little better in better times 

With smoother men : the old leaven leavened all : 

Millions of throats would bawl for civil rights, 

No wouiao named : therefore I set my face 

Against all men and Hved but for mine own. 

Far off" from men we built a fold for them : 

We stored it full of rich memorial: 

We fenced it round with gallant institutes. 

And biting laws to scare the beasts of prey, 

And prospered ; till a set of saucy boys 

Brake oa us at o\ir books, and marred our peace, 

Masked like our maids, blustering we know not what 

Of insolence and love, some pretext held 

Of old affiance, invalid, since our will 

Sealed not the bond — the striplings ! — for their sport ! 

We have tamed our leopards : shall ive not tame these ? 

Or you ? or we ? for since you think we are touched 

In honor — nay, we would not aught of false — 
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Is not our cause pure ? and whereas we know 
Your prowess, Arac, and what mother's blood 
You draw from, fight : we abide what end soe'er. 
You faihng : but we know you will not. Still 
You must not slay him : he risked his life for ours, 
His mother lives : yet whatsoe'er you do, 
Fight and fight well ; strike, and strike home. deu 
Brothers, the woman's Angel guards you, you 
The sole men to be mingled with our cause. 
The sole men we shall prize in the after time. 
Your very armor hallowed, and your statues 
Reared, sung to, when, this gad-fly brushed aside, 
We plant a solid foot into the Time, 
And mould a generation strong to move 
With claim on claim from right to right, till she 
The woman-phantom, she that seemed no more 
Than the man's shadow in a glass, her name 
Yoked in his mouth with cliJldren's, know herself, 
And knowledge liberate her, nor only here, 
But ever following those two crowned twins, 
Commerce and conquest, shower the fiery grain 
Of Freedom broadcast over all that orbs 
Between the Northern and the Souliiern mom." 

Then came a postscript dashed across the rest. 
" See that there be no traitors in your camp : 
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We seem a nest of traitors — none to trust 

Since our arms failed — this Egypt-plague of men! 

Almost our maids were better at Iheir homes, 

Than thus man-girdled here : indeed we lliink 

Our chiefest comfort is the little child 

Of one unworthy mollier; which she left : 

She shall not have it back : the child shall grow 

To prize tlie authentic mother of her mind. 

We look it for an hour this morning to us, 

In our own bed : the tender orphan hands 

Felt at our heart, and seemed to charm from thence 

The wrath we nursed against the world : farewell." 

I ceased ; he said : " Stubborn, but she may sit 
Upon a king's ri^t hand in thunder-storms 
And breed up warriors ! See now, though yourself 
Be dazzled by the wildfire Love to sloughs 
That sivallow common sense, the spindling king. 
This Gama swamped in lazy tolerance. 
When the man wants weight the woman takes it up, 
And topples down the scales ; hut this is Hxt 
As are the roots of earth and base of all. 
Man for the field, and woman for the hearth : 
Man for the sword, and for the needle she : 
Man with the head, and woman with the heart : 
Man to command, and woman to obey; 
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All else confusion. Look to it : the gray mare 
Is ill to live with, when her whinny shrills 
From tile to scullery, and her small goodman 
Shrinks in his arm-chair, ivhile the fires of Hell 
Mix with his hearth : but take and break her, you ! 
She 's yet a colt. Well groomed and strongly curbed. 
She migiit not rank with those detestable 
That to the hireling leave their babe, and brawl 
Their rights or wrongs like pot-herbs in the street. 
They say she 's comely ; there 's the fairer chance : 
/ like her none the less for rating at her ! 
Besides, the woman wed is not as we, 
But suffers change of frame. A lusty brace 
Of twins may weed her of her folly. Boy, 
The bearing and the training of a child 
Is woman's wisdom." 



Thus the hard old king : 
I took my leave ; it was the point of noon : 
The lists were ready. Empanoplied and plumed 
We entered in, and \vailed, fifty there 
To fifty, fill the terrible trumpet blared 
At the barrier — yet a moment, and once more 
The trumpet, and again : at which the storm 
Of galloping hoofs bare on the ridge of spears 
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And riders front to front, until they closed 

In the middle with the crash of shivering points, 

And thunder. On his haunches rose the steed, 

And into fiery splinters leapt the lance, 

And out of stricken helmets sprang the fire. 

Part sat like rocks : part reeled but kept their seats : 

Part rolled on the earth and rose again and drew : 

Part stumhled mixt with floundering horses. DoAvn 

From those two bulks at Arac's side, and down 

From Arac's arm, as from a giant's flail. 

The large blows rained, as here and everywhere 

He rode the mellay, lord of flie ringing lists. 

And all the plain, brand, mace, and shaft, and shield, 

Shocked, like an iron-clanging anvil banged 

"With hammers ; till I thought, can this be he 

From Gama's dwarfish loins? if this be so, 

The motiier makes us most — and thinking thus 

I glanced to the left, and saw the palace-front 

Alive with fluttering scarfs and ladies' eyes, 

And highest among the statues, atatuelike. 

Between a cymbaled Miriam and a Jael, 

With Psyche's babe, was Ida watching us, 

A single band of gold about her hair, 

Like a Saint's glory up in heaven : but she 

No saint — inexorable — no tenderness — 

Too hard, too cruel : yet she sees me fight,

Yea, let her see me die. With tlint I drove 

Among the thickest, and bore down a Prince, 

And Cyril, one ; but that large-monlded man 

Made at me through the press, and staggering back 

WilJi stroke on stroke the horse and horseman, came

Flaying off the roofs and sucking up the drains, 

And shadowing down tJie champaign tJU it strikes 

On a wood, and takes, and breaks, and cracks, and 

splits. 
And twists the grain with such a roar that the Earth 
Reels and the herdsmen cry, for everything 
Gave way before him : only Florian, he 
That loved me closer than his own right eye. 
Thrust in between ; but Arac rode him down : 
And Cyril seeing it, pushed against the Prince, 
With Psyche's color round his helmet, tough. 
Strong, supple, sinew-corded, apt at arms ; 
But tougher, suppler, stronger, he that smote 
And threw him : last I spurred ; I felt my veins 
Stretch with fierce heat ; a moment hand to band, 
And sword to sword, and horee to horse, we hung. 
Till I struck out and shouted ; the blade glanced ; 
I did but shear a feather, and life and love 
Flowed from me; darkness closed me ; and I fell. 
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What followed, though I saw not, yet I heard 
So often, that I speak as having seen. 

For when our side was yanquished and my cause 
Forever lost, there went up a great cry, 
The Prince is slain. My father heard and ran 
In on the lists, and there unlaced my casque 
And grovelled on my body, and after him 
Came Psyche, sorrowing for Aglaia.

They marked it with the red cross to the fall, 
And would have strown it, and are fallen themselves. 



iS have fallen, have fallen : they came, 
The woodmen with their axes : lo the tree ! 
But we will make it fagots for the hearth, 
And shape it plank and heam for roof and floor, 
And boats and bridges for the use of men. 



" Our enemies have fallen, have feUen : they struck ; 
With their own blows they hurt themselves, nor knew 
There dwelt an iron nature in the grain : 
The glittering axe was broken in their arms. 
Their arms weie shattered to the shoulder blade. 



" Our enemies have fallen, but this shall grow 
A night of Summer from the heat, a breadth 
Of Autumn, dropping fruits of power ; and rolled 
With music in the iEonian breeze of Time, 
The tops shall strike from star to star, the fangs 
Shall move the stony bases of the world. 
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" And now, oh maids, behold our sanctuary 
Is violate, our laws ore broken; fear we not 
To break them mdre in their behoof, whose arms 
Championed our cause and won it with a day 
Blanched in our annals, and perpetual feast, 
When dames and heroines of the golden year 
Shall strip a hundred hollows bare of Spring, 
To Tain an April of ovation round 
Their statues, borne aloft, the three : but come, 
We will be liberal, since our rights are won. 
Let them not lie in the tents, with coarse mankind, 
111 nurses ; but descend, and proffer these. 
The brethren of our blood and cause, that there 
Lie bruised and maimed, the tender ministries 
Of female hands and hospitality." 

She spoke, and with the babe yet in her arms. 
Descending, burst the great bronze valves, and led 
A hundred maids in train across ihe Park. 
Some cowled, and some bare-headed, on they came, 
Their feet in flowers, her loveliest : by them went 
The enamored air sighing, and on their curls 
From the high tree ihe blossom wavering fell. 
And over thera the tremulous isles of light 
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Slided, they movii^ under shade : but Blanche 

At distance followed: so they came : anon 

Through the open field into the lists ihey wound 

Timorously; and as the leader of the herd 

That holds a stately fretwork to the Sun, 

And followed up by a hundred airy does, 

Steps with a lender foot, liglit as on air, 

The lovely, lordly creature floated on 

To where her wounded brethren lay ; there stayed ; 

Knelt on one knee, — the child on one, — and prest 

Their hands, and caDed them dear deliverers. 

And happy warriors, and immortal names, 

And said, " You shall not lie in the tents, but here. 

And nursed by those for whom you fought, and served 

With female hands and hospitality." 

Then, whether moved by this, or was it chance. 
She past my way. Up started from my side 
The old lion, glaring with his whelpless eye. 
Silent; but when she saw me lying stark, 
Dishelmed and mute, and rootionlessly pale,

And then once more she looked at my pale face : 

Till underslanding all the foolish work 

Of Fancy, and the bitter close of all. 

Her iron will was broken in her mind ; 

Her noble heart was molten in her breast ; 

She bowed, she set the child on the earth ; she laid 

A feeling finger on my brows, and presently 

" Sire," she said, " he lives : he is not dead : 

let me have him with my brethren here 

In our own palace : we will tend on him 

Like one of these ; if so, by any means. 

To lighten this great clog of thanks, that makes 

Out progress falter to the woman's goal." 

She said : but at the happy word, " he lives," 
My father stooped, re-fathered o'er my wounds. 
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So those two foes above my fallen life, 

With brow to brow like night and evening mixt 

Their dark and gray, while Psyclie ever stole 

A little nearer, till the babe, that by us, 

Half-lapt in glowing gauze and golden brede, 

Lay like a new-fallen meteor on the grass, 

Uncared for, spied its mother, and began 

A blind and babbling laughter, and to dance 

Its body, and reach its falling innocent arms, 

And lazy lingering fingers. She the appeal 

Brooked not, but clamoring out " Mine — mine — I 

It is not yours, but mine : give me the child," 
Ceased all on tremble : piteous was the cry ;

Nor knew it, clamoring on, till Ida heard. 
Looked up, and rising slowly from me, stood 
Erect and silent, striking with her glance 
The mother, me, the child ; but Cyril, who lay 
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Bruised, where he fell, not far off, much in pain, 
Trailed himself up on one knee : then he drew 
Her robe to meet his lips, and down she looked 
At the armed man sideways, pitying, as it seemed. 
Or self-involved ; but when she learnt his face. 
Remembering his ill-omened song, arose 
Once more through all her height, and o'er him grew 
TaU as a figure lengthened on the sand 
When the tide ebbs in sunshine, and he said : 

" O fair and strong' and terrible ! Lioness 
That with your long locks play the Lion's mane ! 
But Love and Nature, these are two more terrible 
And stronger. See, your foot is on our necks. 
We vanquished, you the Victor of your will. 
What would you more ? give her the child ! remain 
Orbed in your isolation ; he is dead. 
Or all as dead : henceforth we let you be : 
Win you the hearts of women ; and beware 
Lest, where you seek the common love of these. 
The common hate with the revolving wheel 
Should drag you down, and some great Nemesis 
Break from a darkened future, crowned with fire, 
And tread you out forever ; but howsoe'er 
Fixed in yoursalf, never in your own arms

To hold your own, deny not hers to her, 
Give her the child ! if, I say, you keep 
One pulse that beats true woman, if you loved 
The breast that fed or the arm that dandled you, 
Or own one part of sense not flint to prayer. 
Give her the child ! or if you scorn to lay it, 
Yourself, in hands so lately clasped with yours. 
Or speak to her, your dearest, her one fault 
TJie tenderness, not yours, that could not kill, 
Give me it, and I will give it her." 

He said : 
At first her eye with slow dilation roiled 
Dry flame, she listening; after sank and sank. 
And, into mournful twilight mellowing, dwelt 
Full on the child ; she took it : " Pretty bud ! 
Lily of the vale ! half-opened bell of the woods t 
Sole comfort of my dark hour, when a world 
Of traitorous friend and broken system made 
No purple in the distance, mystery, 
Pledge of a love not to be mine, farewell ; 
These men are hard upon us as of old, 
We two must part : and yet how fain was I 
To dream tJiy cause embraced in mine, to think 
I might be something to thee, when I felt 
Thy waxea warmth about my milldess breast 
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In the dead prime : but may thy mother prove 
Aa true to thee as false, false, folse to me ! 
And, if thou needs must hear the yoke, I wish it 
Gentle as freedom " — here she kissed it : ihen — 
" All good go with thee ! take it. Sir," and so 
Laid the soft babe in his hard-mailed hands. 
Who turned half-round to Psyche as she sprang 
To embrace it, with an eye that swam in thanks. 
Then felt it sound and whole from head to foot. 
And hugged and never hugged it close enough. 
And in her hunger mouthed and mumbled it, 
And hid her bosom with it ; after that 
Put on more calm, and added supplianlly : 

" We two were friends ; I go to mine own land 
Forever : find some other : as for me, 
I scarce am fit for your great plans ; yet speak to m 
Say one soft word, and let me part forgiven." 

But Ida spoke not, rapt upon the child. 
Then Arac. " Soul and life ! you blame the man ; 
You wrong yourselves — the woman is so hard 
Upon the woman. Come, a grace to me ! 
I am your brother ; I advise you tvel! : 
I am your warrior ; I and mine have fought 
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Voui battle : kiss her ; fake her hand, she weeps ; 
Life ! I would sooner fight thrice o'er than see it." 

But Ida spoke not, gazing on the ground; 
And reddening in the furrows of his chin. 
And moved beyond his custom, Gama said : 

" I 're heard that there is iron in the blood, 
And I believe it. Not one word ? Not one 1 
Whence drew you this steel temper ? not from me, 
Not from your mother, now a saint with saints. 
She said you had a heart — 1 heard her say it — 
' Our Ida has a heart,' — just ere she died — 
' But see that some one with authority 
Be near her stiU,' and I — I sought for one — 
All people said she had authority — 
The Lady Blanche : much profit ! Not one word ; 
Not though your father sues; see how you stand 
Stiff as Lot's wife, and all the good knights maimed 
For your wild whim : and was it, then, for this, 
Was it for this we gave our palace up. 
Where we withdrew from summer heats and slate. 
And had our wine and chess beneath the planes, 
And many a pleasant hour with her that 's gone, 
Ere you were bom to vex iis ? Is it kind ? 
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Speak to her, I say : is this not she of whom. 

When first she came, all flushed you said to me, 

Now had you got a friend of your own age, 

Now could you share your thought ; now should men s< 

Two women faster welded in one love 

Than pairs of wedlock ; she you walked with, she 

You talked with, whole nights long, up in the tower, 

Of sine and arc, spheroid and azimuth. 

And right ascension, Heaven knows what; and now 

A word but one, one little kindly word. 

Not one to spare her : out upon you, flint ! 

You love nor her, nor me, nor any ; nay. 

You shame your mother's judgment too. Not one! 

You will not ? well — no heart have you, or such 

As fancies, like the vermin in a nut. 

Have fretted all to dust and bitterness ! " 

So said the small king, moved beyond his wont. 

But Ida stood nor spoke, drained of her force 
By many a varying influence and so long : 
Down through her limbs a drooping languor wept : 
Her head a little bent ; and oa her mouth 
A doubtful smile dwelt like a clouded mooa 
In a stili water: then brake out my sire. 
Lifting his grim head from my wounds : " you, 
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Woman, whom we thought woman even now, 

And were half-fooled to let you tend our son, 

Because he niight have wished it — but we see 

The accomplice of your madness unforgiven, 

And think that you might mix his draught wiih death, 

When your skies change again ; the rougher hand 

Is safer : on to the tents : take up the Prince." 

He rose, and while each ear was pricked to attend 
A tempest, through the cloud that dimmed her broke 
A genial warmth and light once more, and shone 
Thro\igh glittering drops on her sad friend : 

" Come hither, 

Psyche," she cried out, " embrace me, come. 
Quick, while I melt ; make reconcilement sure 
With one that cannot keep her mind an hour : 
Come to the hollow heart they slander so ! 
Kiss and be friends like children being chid ! 

1 seem no more : 1 want forgiveness too : 

I should have had to do with none but maids. 
That have no links with men. Ah false but dear. 
Dear traitor too much loved, why ? — why ? — Yet see 
Before these kin^ we embrace you yet once more 
With all forgiveness, all oblivion. 
And trust not love you less. 
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" And now, oh Sire, 
Grant me your son to nurse, to wait upon him, 
Like mine own brother. For my debt to him, 
This nig-htmare weight of gratitude, I know it ; 
Taunt me no more : yourself and yours shall have 
Free adit ; we will scatter all our maids 
Till happier times, each to her proper hearth ; 
What use to keep them here, now? grant my prayer. 
Help, father, brother, help ; speak to the king : 
Thaw this male nature to some touch of that 
Which kills me with myself, and drags me doivn 
From my fixt height to mob me up with all 
The soft and milky rabble of womankind, 
Poor weakling even as they are." 

Passionate tears 
Followed: the king replied not : Cyril said : 
" Your brother, Lady, — Florian, — ask for him 
Of your great head — for he is wounded loo — 
That you may tend upon him with the Prince." 
" Ay so," said Ida, with a bitter smile, 
" Our laws are broken : let him enter too." 
Then Violet, she that sang the mournful song 
And had a cousin tumbled on the plain, 
Petitioned too for him. " Ay so," she said, 
" I staler in the stream : I cannot keep 
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My heart an eddy from the brawling Kcnir ; 

We break our laws with ease, but let it be." 

" Ay so ? " said Blanche : " [ am all amaze to hear 

Your Highness : but your Highness breaks with ease 

The law your Highness did not make : 't was I, 

I had been wedded wife, I knew mankind. 

And blocked them out ; but these men came to woo 

Your Highness — verily I think to win." 

So she, and turned askance a wintry eye : 
But Ida, with a voice, that like a bell 
Tolled by an earthquake in a trembling tower, 
red full of grief and scorn : 



"What ! in our lime of glory when the cause 
Now stands up, first, a trophied pillar — now 
So dipt, so stinted in our triumph — barred 
Even from our free heart-thanks, and every way 
Thwarted and vest, and lastly catechised 
By our own creature ! one that made our laws ! 
Our great she-Solon ! her that built the nest 
To hatch the cuckoo ! whom we called our friend ! 
But we will crush the lie that glances at us 
As cloaking in the lai^r charities 
Some baby predilection : all amazed ! 
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We mast amaze this legislator more. 
Fling our doors wide! all, all, not one, but all, 
Not only he, but, by my mother's soul, 
Whatever man lies wounded, friend or foe, 
Shall enter, if he will. Let our girls flit 
Till the storm die ! but had you stood by us. 
The roar that breaks the Pharos from his base 
Had left us rock. She fain would sting us too, 
But shall not. Pass, and mingle with your likes. 
Go, help the half-brained dwarf, Society, 
To find low motives unto noble deeds, 
To fix all doubt upon the darker side ; 
Go, titter thou for narrowest neighborhoods, 
Old talker, haunt where gossip breeds and seethes 
And festers in provincial sloth : and, you, 
That think we sought to practise on a life 
Kisked for our own and trusted to our kands, 
What say you. Sir ? you hear us : deem ye not 
'T is all loo like that even now we scheme. 
In one broad death confounding friend and foe. 
To drug them all ? revolve it : you are man, 
And therefore no doubt wise ; but after this 
We brook no further insult, but are gone." 

She turned ; the very nape of her white neck 
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Was rosed with indignation : but the Prince 
Her brother came; the king her father charmed 
Her wounded soul with words ; nor did mine own 
Refuse her proffer, lastly gave his hand. 

Then us they lifted up, dead weights, and bare 
Straight to the doors : tfl them the doors gave way 
Groaning, and in the vestal entry shrieked 
The virgin marble under iron heels : 
And they moved on and gained the hall, and there 
Rested ; but great the crush was, and each base. 
To left and right, of those tall columns drowned 
In silken fluctuation and the swarm 
Of female whisperers : at the further end 
Was Ida by the throne, the two great cats 
Close by her like supporters on a shield 
Bow-backed with fear : but in the centre stood 
The common men with rolling eyes; amazed 
They glared upon the women, and aghast 
The women stared at these, all silent, save 
When armor clashed or jingled, while the day, 
Descending, struck athwart the hall and shot 
A flying splendor out of brass and steel. 
That o'er the statues leaped from head to head, 
Now fired an angry Pallas on the helm, 
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Now set a wrathful Dian's moon on flame, 
And now and then an echo started up, 
And shuddering fled from room to room, and died 
Of frigtit in far apartments. 

Then the voice 
Of Ida sounded, issuing ordinance ; 
And me they bore up the broad stairs and through 
The long-laid galleries past a hundred doors 
To one deep chamber shut from sound, and due 
To languid limbs and sickness ; left me in it ; 
And others otherwhere they laid; and all 
That afternoon a sound arose of hoof 
And chariot, many a maiden passing home 
Till happier times ; but some were left of those 
Held sagest, and the great lords out and in, 
From those two hosts that lay beside tbe walls, 
Walked at their will, and everything was changed. 
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So was theb sanctuary violated, 
So their fair college turned to hospital ; 
At first with all confusion : hy and bye 
Sweet order lived again with other laws : 
A kindlier influence reigned ; and everywhere 
Low voices with the ministering hand 
Hung round the sick : the maidens came, they talked, 
They sang, they read : till she not fair, began 
To gather light, and she that was, became 
Her former beauty treble ; and lo and fro 
Witli books, with flowers, and Angel offices, 
Like creatures native unto gracious act. 
And in iheir own clear element, they moved. 

But sadness on the soul of Ida fell, 
And hatred of her weakness, blent with shame. 
Old studies failed : seldom she spoke ; but oft 
Clomb to the roofs, and gazed alone for hours 
On that disastrous leaguer, swarms of men 
Darkening her female field : void was her use ; 
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And she as one that climbs a peak to gaze 

O'er land and main, and sees a great black cloud 

Drag inward from the deeps, a wall of night, 

Blot out the slope of sea from verge to shore, 

And suck the blinding splendor from the sand. 

And quenching lake by* lake and tarn by lam 

Expunge the world : so fared she gazing there ; 

So blackened all her world in secret, blank 

And waste it seemed and vain ; till down she came 

And found fair peace once more among the sick. 

And twilight dawned ; and mom by morn the lark 
Shot up and shrilled in flickering gyres, but I 
Lay silent in the muffled cage of life : 
And twilight gloomed ; and broader grown the bowers 
Drew the great night into themselves, and Heaven 
Star after star arose and fell, but I 
Lay sundered from the moving Universe, 
Nor knew what eye was on me nor the hand 
That nursed me, more than infants in their sleep. 

But Psyche tended Florian : with her oft 
Melissa came ; for Blanche had gone, but left 
Her child among us, willing she should keep 
Court-favor : here and there the small bright head. 
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A light of healing, glanced about tlie couch. 

Or through the pailed silks tte tender face 

Peeped, shining in upon the wounded man 

With blush and smile, a medicine 

To wile the length from languorous hours and draw 

The sting from pain; nor seemed it strange that sooa 

He rose up whole, and those fair charities 

Joined at her side : nor stranger seemed that hearts 

So gentle, so employed, should close in love, 

Than when two dew-drops on the petal shake 

To the same sweet air and tremble deeper down. 

And slip at once all-fragtant into one. 

Less prosperously the second suit obtained 
At first with Psyche. Not though Blanche had sworn 
That after that dark night among the fields. 
She needs must wed him for her own good name ; 
Not though he built on what she said of the child ; 
Nor though she liked him, would she yield, but feared 
To incense the Head once more ; till on a day 
When Cyril pleaded, Ida came behind 
Seen, but of Psyche. On her foot she hung 
A moment and she heard, at which her face 
A little flushed and she past on ; but each 
Assumed from thence a half-consent involved 
In stillness, plighted trothj and were at peace. 
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Not only these : Love in the sacred halls 
Held carnival at will, and flying struck 
With showers of random sweet on maid and man. 
Nor did her father cease lo press my claim, 
Nor did mine own, now reconciled ; nor yet 
Did those twin brothers, risen again and whole ; 
Nor Arac, satiate with his victory. 

But I lay still, and with me oft she sat : 
Then came a change ; for sometimes I would catch 
Her hand in wild delirium, gripe it hard. 
And fling it like a viper ofT, and shriek 
" You are not Ida ; " clasp it once again 
And call her Ida, though I knew her not, 
And call her sweet, as if in irony. 
And call her hard and cold which seemed a truth : 
And still she feared that I should lose my mind, 
And often she believed that I should die : 
Til! out of long frustration of her care. 
And pensive tendance in the all-weary noons. 
And watches in the dead, the dark, when clocks 
Throbbed thunder through the palace floors, or called 
On flying Time from all their silver tongues — 
And out of memories of her kindlier days, 
And sidelong glances at my father's grief, 
And at the happy lovers heart in heart — 
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And out of hauntinga of my spoken love, 
And lonely listening: lo my muttered dream, 
And often feeling of the helpless hands, 
And wordless broodings on the wasted cheek — 
From all a closer interest flourished up 
Tenderness touch by touch, and last, to these. 
Love, like an Alpine harebell hung with tears 
By some cold morning glacier; fraii at first 
And feeble, all unconscious of itself. 
But such as gathered color day by day. 

Last I woke sane, hut well-nigh close to death 
For weakness: it was evening: silent light 
Slept on the painted walls, wherein were wrought 
Two grand designs ; for on one side arose 
The women up in wild revolt, and stormed 
At the Oppian law. Titanic shapes, they crammed 
The forum, and half-crushed among the rest 
A little Cato cowered- On the other side 
Hortensia spoke against the tax; behind, 
A train of dames : by axe and eagle sat. 
With all their foreheads drawn in Eoman scowls, 
And half the wolf's-milk curdled in their veins, 
The fierce triumvirs ; and before them paused 
Hortensia, pleading : angry was her face. 
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I saw the forms : I knew not where 1 \vas : 
Sad phantoms conjured out of circumslaoce, 
Ghosls of the fading brain, they seemed ; nor more 
Sweet Ida r palm to palm she sat : the dew 
Dwelt in her eyes, and softer all her shape 
And rounder showed; I moved : I sighed : a touch 
Came round my wrist, and tears upon my hand : 
Then all for lan^or and self-pity ran 
Mine down my face, and with what life I had, 
And like a flower that cannot all unfold. 
So drenched it is with tempest, to the sun, 
Yet, as it may, turns toward him, I on her 
Fixt my faint eyes, and uttered whisperingly ; 

" If you be, what I think you, some sweet dream, 
I would but ask you to fulfil yourself : 
But if yiju be that Ida whom I knew, 
I ask you nothing : only, if a dream, 
Sweet dream, be perfect. I shall die to-night. 
Stoop down and seem to kiss me ere I die." 

I could no more, hut lay like one in trance. 
That hears his burial talked of by his friends. 
And cannot speak, nor move, nor make one sign. 
But lies and dreads his doom. She turned ; she paused ; 
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She stooped; and with a gteat shock of the heart 

Our mouths met ! out of languor leapt a ciy, 

Crowned Passion from the brinks of death, and up 

Along the shuddering senses struck the soul, 

And closed on iire with Ida's at the lifs'; 

Till hack I fell, and from mine arms she rose 

Glowing all over nohle shame; and all 

Her falser self slipt from her like a rohe, 

And left her woman, lovelier in her mood 

Than in her mould that other, when she came 

From barren deeps to conquer all with love. 

And down the streaming crystal dropt, and she 

Far-fleeted by the purple island-sides, 

Naked, a double light in air and wave, 

To meet her Graces, where they decked her out 

For worship without end ; nor end of mine, 

Stateliest, for ihee ! but mute she glided forth. 

Nor glanced behind her, and I sank and slept, 

Filled through and through with Love, a happy sleep. 

Deep in the night I woke : she, near me, held 
A Tolume of the Poets of her land : 
There to herself, all in low tones, she read : 

" Now sleeps the 
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Nor waves the cypress in ihe palace walk ; 
Noi winks the gold fin in the porphyry font : 
The fire-fly wakens ; waken thou with me. 

" Now droops the milkwhite peacock like a gliost, 
And like a ghost she glimmers on to me. 

" Now lies the Earth all Danae to the stars, 
And all thy heart lies open unto me. 

" Now slides the silent meteor on, and leaves 
A shining furrow, as ihy thoughts in me. 



■■Now folds the hly all her s 
And slips into the bosom of the lake : 
So fold thyself, my dearest, fhoii, and slip 
Into my bosotn and be lost in me." 

I heard her turn the page ; she found a small 
Sweet Idyl, and once more, as low, she read : 

'■ Come down, oh maid, from yonder mountain height : 
Wliat pleasure lives in height, (the shepherd sang,) 
tn height and cold, the splendor of the hills ? 
But cease to move so near the Heavens, and cease 
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To glide a sunbeam by the blasted pine, 
To sit a star upon the sparkling spire ; 
And come, for Love is of ihe valley, come, 
For Love is of the valley, come thou down 
And find him ; by the happy threshold, he. 
Or hand in hand with Plenty in the maize. 
Or red with spirted purple of the vats. 
Or foxlike in the vine ; nor cares to walk 
With Death and Morning on the Silver Horns, 
Nor wilt thou snare him in the white ravine, 
Nor find him dropt upon the firths of, ice. 
That huddling slant in furrow-cloven falls 
To roll the torrent out of dusky doors : 
But follow ; let the torrent dance thee down 
To find him in the valley ; let the wiid 
Lean-headed Eagles yelp alone, and leave 
The monstrous ledges there to slope, and spill 
Their thousand wreaths of dangling water-smoke, 
That like a broken purpose waste in air : 
So waste not thou ; but come ; for all the vales 
Await thee ; azure pillars of the hearth 
Arise to thee ; tbe children call, and I 
Thy shepherd pipe, and sweet is every sound, 
Sweeter thy voice, but every sound is sweet ; 
Myriads of rivulets hurrying through the lawn. 
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The moan of doves in immemorial elms, 
And murmuring of innumerable bees." 

So she low-toned ; while with shut eyes I lay 
Listening ; tben looked. Pale was the perfect fece ; 
The bosom wi(h long sighs labored ; and meek 
Seemed the full lips, and mild the luminous eyes, 
And the voice trembled and the hand. She said 
Brokenly, that slie knew it, she bad iaUed 
In sweet humilify ; had failed in all ; 
That all her labor was but as a block 
Left in the quarry ; but she sttU were loth. 
She still were loth to yield herself to one, 
That wholly scorned to help their equal rigbts 
Against the sons of men, and barbarous laws. 
She prayed me not to judge their cause from her 
That wronged i(, sought far less for truth tban power 
In knowledge : something wild within her breast, 
A greater than all knowledge, beat her down. 
And she had nursed me there from week to week : 
Much had she learnt in little time. In part 
It was ill counsel bad misled the girl 
To vex true hearts : yet was she but a girl — 
" Ah fool, and made myself a Queen of farce ! 
When comes another such ? never, I think. 
Till the Sun drop dead from the signs." 
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Her ^ Dice 
Choked, and her forehead sank upon her hands. 
And her great heart through all the faultful Past 
Went sorrowing in a pause I dared not break ; 
Till notice of a change in the dark world 
Was lispt about the acacias, and a bird 
That early woke to feed her little ones 
Sent from a dewy breast a cry for light : 
She moved, and at her feet the volume fell. 

" Blame not thyself too much," I said, " nor blame 
Too much the sons of men and barbarous laws ; 
These were the rough ways of the world till now. 
Henceforth thou hast a helper, me, that know 
The woman's cause is man's : they rise or sink 
Together, dwarfed or godlike, bond ot free : 
For she that out of Lethe scales with man 
The shining steps of Nature, shares with man 
His nights, his dap, moves with him to one goal, 
Stays all the feir young planet in her hands — 
If she be small, slight-natured, miserable. 
How shall men grow ? We two will serve them both 
In aiding her, strip off, as in us lies, 
(Our place is much,) the parasitic forms 
That seem to keep her up, but drag her down — 
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Will leave her field to burgeon and to bloom 

From all within her, make Iierself her own 

To give or keep, to live and learn and be 

All that not harms distinctive womanhood. 

For woman is not undeveloped man. 

But diverse ; could we make her as the man, 

Sweet love were slain, whose dearest bond is this 

Not like to thee, but like in difference : 

Yet in the long years liker must they grow ; 

The man be more of woman, she of man ; 

He gain in sweetness and in moral height. 

Nor lose (he wrestling thews that throw the world ; 

She mental breadth, nor fail in cliUdward care : 

More as the double-natured Poet each : 

Till at the last she set herself to man, 

Like perfect music unto noble words ; 

And so these twain, upon the skirts of Time, 

Sit side by side, full-summed in all their powers, 

Dispensing harvest, sowing the To-be, 

Self-reverent each and reverencing each. 

Distinct in individualities. 

But like each other even as those who love. 

Then comes the statelier Eden back to men : 

Then reign the world's great bridals, chaste and calm 

Then springs the crowning race of humankind. 

May these things be ! " 
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Sighing she spoke, " I feat 
They will not." 

" Dear, but let us type ihem now 
In our own lives, and this proud watchword rest 
Of equal ; seeing either sex alone 
Is half itself, and in true marriage lies 
Nor equal, nor unequal : each fulfils 
Defect in each, and always thought in thought, 
Purpose in purpose, will in will, they grow, 
The single pure and perfect animal, 
The two-celled heart, beating with one full stroke 
Life." 

And again sighing she spoke : " A dream 
That once was mine ! what woman taught you this i' 

'■Alone," I said, "from earlier than I know, 
Immersed in rich foreshadowings of the world, 
I loved the woman : he, that doth not, lives 
A drowning life, besotted in sweet self. 
Or pines in sad experience worse than death, 
Or keeps his winged affections dipt with crime ; 
Yet was thete one through whom I loved her, one 
Wot learned, save in gracious household ways. 
Not perfect, nay, but fuU of fender wants, 
No Angel, but a dearer being, all dipt 
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In Angel instincts, 1 

Interpreter between the Gods and men, 

Who looked al! native to her place, and yet 

On tiptoe seemed to Uiuch upon a sphere 

Too gross to tread, and all male minds perforce 

Swayed fo her from their orbits as tliey moved 

And girdled her with music. Happy he 

With such a mother ! faith in womankind 

Beats with his hlood, and trust in all things high 

Comes easy to him, and though he trip and fall, 

He shall not blind his soul with clay." 

"BntI," 
Said Ida, " so unlike, so all unlike —
